CPFREARS 0F A TORNADO.

Women, Hoys u;d_llnmu-u Cnrrled
Throngh the Alr Unharmed,

Jobhn R, Musick of Kirksville, Mo, thua
describies, in the Auguet Century, certain
madeap pranks of a tornads which paswed

through that eity on April 27

Many strange freaks were played by the
tornfdo,  1n a tree-top was found a woman’'s
hair, aupposs! to have been blown from
her head as she was carried through its
hranches, yvetr no person was found near It
A human scalp wus found three miles from
the clty llmits, under a bridge. Notes, let-
ters and papers were blown (rom the colty
Into Towa and found ninety miles away.
Dune promigsory note of $100 was found in o
fleld near Grinnell, la, nearly 100 miles
away, while clothing and papers were scat-
tered along the entire distance

One woman wna decanitated by a tin roof
and her child awas killed near her. Bomo
persong who were outslde the rotating cur-
rent were Silled or tnjured by fiving timbers,
which, like bolts from the catapult of Jove,
flew with deadly force for a groat distance,
while others in the very center of the storm
escaped with 1ittle or no injury.

Perhops the most remarkable experiences
were those of Miss Mourehouse, Mrs. Web-
ster and her son. The three were caught up
In the storm and were carrled bevond the
Catholle ehurch, nearly ene-fourth of & mile,
and let down on the common so gently that
none were killeid.  Mprs, Webster had some
slight cuts about the head, her son had one
arm fractured, but Migs Moorehouse was un-
Infured,

I wag cansclous all the time I was fly-
ing through the alr,” sald Miss Moorehouse,
Cand it seemed a long time. 1 seemed to
be lifted up and whirled round and round,
golng to a great height, at one time far
above the church steeples, and seemed (o bo
carried u long distance. 1 prayed to the Lord
to save me, for 1 believed he could save me,
even on the wings of the tornado; and he did
wanderfully preserve my life, As I Was going
through the alr, being whirled about at the
sport of the storm, 1 saw & horse soAring and
rotativg about with me. It was a white horse
and had g harness on. By the way it kicked
and struggled as (L was burled about I know
it was alive, 1 prayed God that the horse
might not come in contuct with me, and It
ald not. 1 was mercifully landed upon the
earth unharmed, saved by a miracle.”

Young Webster says he saw the horse in
the air while he was bLeing borne along by
the storm. ‘At one time It was directly over
me and 1 was very much afrald I would
come in contact with {8 fiying heels.”” The
horse, it is sald, wins caught up and carried
one mile through the alr, and, according to
the accounts of reputable witnesses, at times
wis over 200 feet high, pussing over a church
steeple, Many who were not In the storm
gay that they saw horses flying in the wind,
Bevond being well plastered with mud the
white horse was uninjured by his aerial
flight,

BASEBALL AMID THE SNOWS,

Whaters Amuse Themselves by an Oc-
easionnl Game on the lve,

The nine months that the whalemen were
compelled to lie in idleness, while not enliv-
ened by scelal gayelles, wers far from mo-
nolonous, says a writer In Harper's Round
Taple. With lumber brought up from Ban
Franclsco there had been bullt on shore »
commoiious one-room house, whose most
congpicuous articles of furniture were a big
atove, that roared day and nigbt, a bli-
llard table, and a number of benches and
chalrs, This was the ¢lub room of the sixty
or seventy officers of the fleet, and here they
oongregated to play billlards and whiat, or
sit nbout through the long arctie evenings,
while the wind howled outside, smoking and
spluning yarns of many seas, or of boyhond
days nt New Bedford, New London and Mar-
tha's Vineyard., There were velerans whae
had whaled on every ovean and had been in
nearly every port on the globe; men whe
yecollected well the rald of the coruises
Bhepandoah, when nearly a score of shipa
were crushed o the lee floe. The eallors
and firemen of the fleel did not have the
privilege of this house, but contented them:
gelves with games and amusements of thelr
own., They had an orchestra that played
long and voelferously, and there was &no
amateur dramitle troupe that gave entertaine.
ments during the winter. But it was on the
great natlonal game of base ball that officers
and men most depended 1o break the tedlum
of their lopg imprisonment and furnish the
neoessnry out-door exercise.

All the whalemen were dressed in the Ka-
kimo fur costume, only the lace helng ex-
posed, and on thelr hands wore heavy fur
mittens, These clumsy mittens, together
with the fact that one was apt to fall on
the loe unless he gave a large part of his
attention to keeping his feet undernsath
him, made good catching practically lm-
pussible, "*Muffs’”’ were the rule, and the
man who caught and beld the ball recelved
an ovation, not only from the other play-
ers, but also from the hundreds of Erki-
mos who were slways crowded about the
rope, No one was apt Lo repeal an experl-
ment of catehing with bare hands, One of
the ceuter felders was o corpulent Orkaey
Istander, whose favariie methcd of stopping
a hot grounder was to lle down in frong
of it. The Eskimo consldered blm the star
player of the flect. SLding wan the only th'ay
done to perfection, the lse offeriug excelleut
faciiities for distinetion in that line, and
there was always & wid cheer when &
ruuner, getting too much headway, knooked
the baseman off his fect and both came dowa
togeither. The soores were ridiculously
large, seldom less thap fifiy on & side, and
